As of June 30, 2018, total assets and deferred outflows of resources of $325.1 million
exceeded total liabilities and deferred inflows of resources of $240.3 million, resulting
in a net position of $84.8 million. Total assets included cash of $97.1 million,
investments of $800,000, land and net capital assets of $204 million, and other assets
of $23.2 million. Total liabilities included amounts due to the Department of Budget
and Finance for general obligation bonds and accrued interest of $224.1 million and
other liabilities of $16.2 million. The amounts due to the State are related to the
construction of the Hawai‘i Convention Center, and the bonds are general obligations of
the State which are secured by the State’s full faith and credit. Effective July 1, 2018,
Act 86, Session Laws of Hawai‘i 2018, cancelled the remaining outstanding amount on
the debt service payments.
